Claim 1 is rejected as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which Applicant regards as the invention. The Applicant respectfiiUy disagrees. 

The phrase "first and second arms are biased" clearly means that there is an extemal force 
pushing the first and second arms away fi-om one another, such that when someone presses on the 
first and second arms - forcing them together - and then releases the first and second arms, the first 
and second arms "spring" back to their original position. This "springing" back to the original 
position would not be possible without some extemal force on the first and second arms.
